fever.

Bear Paw mountains, where he expects 
to find a body of Sioux.

HAMLIN ~s POWKB.—Ex-Vice President 


Hannibal Hamlin, and present U. S.' 
Senator from Maine, wields a powerful 
influence in the political affairs of that 
State. It is said that the greenback 
and national movement, which has be- 
come so formidable, has its origin and 
strength largely in a dissatisfaction with 
the management of the Republican 
leaders in the State, which has been 
growing for some years. The younger 
generation of Maine Republicans have 
complained fora good while that the 
party mud hi no was used to advance the 
political fortunes of a set of men known 
a: tho friends of Senator Hamlin, and 
tint Mr. Hiimlin's rule was of that 
vigorous and rigorous kind which made, 
submission to his will and plans the 
sole avenue to a public career. He 
makes and unmakes men all over tho 
Stato—this was the burden of the com- 
plaint ; he rules with despotic sway; he 
will tolerate no breath of opposition to 
his commands; and while his rule for 
many years kepi tho party together and 
insured unvaried success in a very 
"close" State, the mischief of this one- 
man rule is that it develops an increas- 
ing opposition from th"o men of a new 
generation, who see themselves deprived 
of what they regard as their just in- 
fluence and share of power. 


MAINE POLITICS.—Tho fact that Sec- 


retary Sherman intends to open tho 
canvass in Maine in person, in a few 
days, shows that tho administration, no 
less than Senators Elaine and Hamlin, 
who ate regarded as anti-administration 
men, 
is anxious about the State. The 


Now York Herald thinks tho political 
situation in Maine, indeed, is such as to 
give reason for anxiety to tho Republi- 
cans. These have held the State for a 
number of years by a small but safe 
majorily. Suddenly last year this was 
changed by the appearance of a for- 
midable greenback vote, which suc- 
ceeded in electing two members of Con- 
ress and left the three Republican 
members elect only a plurality of votes 
in their districts. In tho Fourth dis- 
trict the Democrats and Greenbackers 
united and elected Ladd, cutting "down 
the Republican vote of 12,866 in 1876 
to 10,095. In the Fifth district Halo's 
vote, which was 15,098 in 1876, was cut 
down to 9,911 last year, and Murch, 
Greenbacker, defeated him, in spite of' 
the fact that 2,177 Democrats stood out 
and voted their own ticket, the remain- 
der combining with tho Greenback, 
Nationals. If the Democrats and Green- 
backers had combined in the other, 
three districts they would have carried 
them all, and it is evident that if thoy | 
could unite this year they could sweep 
tho State, which gave Mr. Hayes over 
16,000 majority in 1876.

COMPLIMENT TO BENNETT.—Tho com- 


pliment paid James Gordon Bennett by 
Louis Simorei, a French engineer and 
traveler, at a recent meeting of the Paris 
Geographical Society, was no more 
than deserved. Ho introduced the sub- 
ject of tne departure of the Arctic ex- 
ploring steamer Jennette, and spoke 
warmly of the services rendered by him 
in the cause of science and progress. 
He dwelt on the results of the Stanley 
expedition to Africa. Not content with 
this, ho said Bennett had fitted up at 
liis own expense and generously placed 
tho Jeunette at tho disposal of the 
American Government to solve another 
great geographical problem. If Cap- 
tain De Long and his picked men with 
iiim fulfilled the anticipations, it was 
probable that the expedition would be 
attended with the same happy result as 
these which Bennett had already attach- 
ed to his name and fortune. It was 
interesting and instructive to see a jour 
nalist attempt alono an enterprise in 
which Governments had been unable to 
succeed, and not content with what he 
[lad done in Africa, and in other coun- 
tries, thus courageously undertakes, 
with his own single resources, the con-' 
quest of the North Pole. The address 
was received with worm npplaus.
